Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest 
prior art of record failed to teach or suggest, analyzing the respective colors to 
determine whether the respective colors include greater than or equal to the selected 
proportion of infrequent color, and if the respective colors include greater than or equal 
to the selected proportion of infrequent colors then selecting a first subsequent process, 
and if the respective colors include less than the selected proportion of pixels having the 
infrequent color then selecting a second subsequent process (refer claim 1 ); and 
determining a respective color for each one of a first portion of the pixels; and analyzing 
the respective colors to determine whether the respective colors include greater than or 
equal to the selected proportion of pixels having one of the frequent colors, and if the 
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respective colors include greater than or equal to the selected proportion of pixels 
having one of the frequent colors then selecting a first compression scheme, and if the 
respective colors include less than the selected proportion of pixels having one of the 
frequent colors then selecting a second compression scheme (claim 14 and 15). 
Therefore, in combination with all the other limitations claims 1-18 are allowable.
